Charles Peckcnpaugh of Sout 
Gate. The report read:

THE COMMITTEE, afte 
two extended meetings 
hearing from Richard Carpen 
ter, League of California Citie 
executive director; Frank Bo 
nelli. Los Angeles Board of Su 
pervisors chairman; Assembly 
man Thomas Rees, 59th Dis 
trlct, and County Counsel Har 
old Kennedy and others, fully 
recognizes the need for adjust 
ment of representation in the 
California State Senate.''

Peckenpaugh added that th 
committee had "given carefu 
attention to the opposing 
points of view" and had rec 
ommended "that there be ap
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principle   more 
equitable plan of representa­ 
tion in the California State 
Senate."

ADDITIONAL support for 

the Bonelli plan for reappor- 
tionment was read Into the 
record of the incetiing by Win- 
ston Updegraff, executive sec­ 
retary of the Los Angeles 
County division. Updegraff 
said that he had received mas­ 
sages from at least six other 
cities not represented at the 
evening's meeting who wished 
to record their support for the 
plan.

State, Federal Constitutions 
Examined by State Legislator

The Constitution of the 

United States is a grant of 
power to the Congress of the 
United States, whereas the
bnstitution of the State of 

California is a limitation upon
he power of the State Leglsla-
ure.

UNDER THE Constitution of 
;he United States, revenue 
ills originate in the lower 
louse, the House of Repre- 
entatives, whereas in Califor- 
ia, revenue bills may origi- 
ate in either house. The rea- 

ion is that originally United 
tates Senators were elected 
iy the State Legislatures and 
he founding fathers did not
ant to trust United States 
enators with tax bills.
Another difference between 

he two Constitutions is that 
he Congress of the United 
Hates may legislate on sub- 
ects which are not specified 
iy the President of the United 
itates, but when the California 
tate Legislature sas a special 
ession, which may run con- 
urrently with the budget ses- 
on in even-numbered years, 

uch as 1960, the Legislature 
f California can not act on 
natters other than thise item- 
led by the Governor of Cali- 
ornia, or amendment to his 
riginal proclamation. This is 
ailed "placing subjects before 
lie special session by the call 
f the Governor."

THE CONSTITUTION of the
nitcd States also gives the 
resident of the United States 
ic power to call only one 
ouse into session, but the 
overnor of California has no 
:ich power. Ho must call the 
hole Legislature into session, 
nd not merely one house, 
'here are other differences be­

tween the two Constitutions, 
but the ones mentioned here 
are the principal differences. 

The powers of the Govern' 
ment of California are divided 
into three separate depart­ 
ments, which are:

(1) Legislative, meaning the 
California State Legislature;

(2) Judicial, meaning the 
various courts, starting with 
municipal courts, then super­ 
ior courts, then the district 
courts of appeal, and finally 
the Supreme Court of the 
State of California; and

(3) the Executive, meaning 
the Governor.

NO PERSON charged with 
the powers properly belonging 
to one of these three depart­ 
ments of the State shall exer­ 
cise any functions pertaining 
to the others, except as the 
Constitution of the State of 
California expressly directs or 
permits.

This is why I do not inter­ 
fere in court cases, including, 
but not restricted to citations 
issued to people for violation 
of the motor vehicle code.

One of the exceptions to the 
provisions of the California 
State Constitution providing 
for three separate and distinct 
coordinating branches of gov­ 
ernment is that the State Sen­ 
ate may sit as a Court of Im­ 
peachment, thereby becoming 
the highest Court in Califor­ 
nia, even superior to the State 
Supreme Court.

IN THE CASE of a vacancy 
in the office of Governor, the 
Lieutenant Governor becomes 
Governor, and then the Presi­ 
dent Pro Teinpore of the Sen­ 
ate becomes Lieutenant Gover­ 
nor.

In other words, the most 
important duty of the Lieuten­ 
ant Governor is to wait for the 
Governor to die, resign, or get 
out of the State. In this con­ 
nection, a peculiar thing hap­ 
pened a few years ago.

A Governor of a Western 
State and his Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor did not get along well. 
The Lieutenant Governor ar 
ranged for a friend in Wash­ 
ington, D.C., to send a tele' 1 
gram to the Governor, signed
